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Major Hilton Hotel Planned for Capital 
Office Park: Construction Begins Soon

Prince Georges County of¬ 
ficials recently observed that 
Greenbelt could become the 
second largest employment 
center in Maryland, To explore 
how this may come about, we 
here present the first in a ser¬ 
ies of articles on office and ho¬ 
tel development in the city. 

In the quest to improvers im¬ 
age, to expand its tax base, and 
to increase job opportunities, 
Prince Georges County over the 
years has encouraged the con¬ 
struction of high-quality office 
parks, high-technology and indus¬ 
trial centers, and hotels. 

Major attractions to investors 
have included available land at a 
reasonable cost along the Capital 
Beltway, low rental rates, and 
county assistance in the form of 
industrial revenue bonds and 
loans through the Maryland In¬ 
dustrial Financing Authority. The 
county also instituted the so- 
called Fast Track program to ex¬ 
pedite paper work on specific 
projects* 


Three commercial developments 
now receiving priority attention 
from the county are in Greenbelt 
— the Capital Office Park, the 
Maryland Trade Center, and the 
Golden Triangle. 

Just north of the Beltway’s 
Kenilworth Avenue intersection is 
the Capital Office Park. Three 
eight-story office buildings are al¬ 
ready on site, with a fourth on 
the drawing boards. Ground¬ 
breaking for a 17-story Greenbelt 
Hilton Hotel is scheduled for this 
summer. 

South of Greenbelt Road at the 
Beltway's Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway interchange stands the 
first of three 16-story office tow¬ 
ers in the Maryland Trade Center 
Park developed by Coakley & 
Williams, A Comfort Inn, and a 
Martin’s banquet/conference cen¬ 
ter accommodating up to 2,000 
persons, are also planned. 

On the Golden Triangle at 
Greenbelt Road, between the Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave. and Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway inter¬ 
changes with the Beltway, the 
first of six office buildings pro¬ 


posed by the Prudential Insurance 
Co. will soon be ready for occu¬ 
pancy. Other uses under consid¬ 
eration by Prudential are a hotel 
and restaurant, Kenneth H. Mich¬ 
ael, who owns three acres in the 
Golden Triangle, hopes to erect 
an additional office building. 

This article takes a look at 
Greenbelt's Capital Office Park. 

The Greenbelt Hilton 
A 17-story hotel - The Green¬ 
belt Hilton - featuring a 4,800- 
square-foot ballroom will rise on 
the 32-acre Capital Office Park 
tract located at the Capital Belt- 
way and Kenilworth Avenue. 
Foundation work is expected to 
begin this summer, with comple¬ 
tion of the 238,000-square-foot 
structure 16 to 18 months later. 
Envisioned as “ultimately becom¬ 
ing the focal point of Prince 
Georges County,” the 296-room 
hotel will provide facilities for 
conventions, trade shows, and as¬ 
sociation meetings. 

According to Jack Cohen of 
CHK Architects, “the hotel will 
blend in and enhance the office

Public W orks Budget Proposes Much 
Street Repair, Higher Refuse Fees

The city council on April 14 
began a series of work sessions 
on the municipal budget for 
the fiscal year starting July 1, 
1982. In the first meeting, de¬ 
voted to the public works 
function, City Manager James 
Giese and Public Works Di¬ 
rector George Smith offered a 
budget that reflects the large 
increases in the costs of doing 
business, but which for the 
most part would continue pub¬ 
lic works services at their pre¬ 
sent levels. The only major 
program change proposed by 
Giese and Smith would be an 
increase in the amount of 
street resurfacing during the 
coming year. 

Another significant change pro¬ 
posed to the council would be an 
increase of 21 percent in the serv¬ 
ice charges for refuse collection. 

Streets 

Last year at budget time, Giese 
told the council that the city’s 
streets were in reasonably good 
condition, but that inadequate 
major maintenance was being 
done. This year Giese again voic¬ 
ed his belief that Greenbelt’s 
streets are holding up quite well, 
and that in this regard the city 
is better off than a lot of commu¬ 
nities. But both Giese and Smith 
emphasized that many of the 
streets are getting rather old, 
that some streets should have 
been resurfaced before this, and 
that the extreme weather of this 
past winter damaged some streets 
that had been thought to be rea¬ 
sonably sound. 


The city already has Commu¬ 
nity Development Block Grant 
(ODRG) funds from the county 
to rehabilitate Ridge Road from 
Southway to Gardenway. Wheth¬ 
er the section of Ridge from Gar¬ 
denway to Eastway can also be 
undertaken in the new fiscal year 
depends on release of further 
CDBG funds by the county. 

Other street improvement work 
is expected to be done using the 
city’s “Reserves for Capital Im¬ 
provements.” Giese proposed to 
council that in order to better 
meet street maintenance needs, 
the amount of tax yield going in¬ 
to this fund be increased by two 
cents to the yield of a seven-cent 
tax rate. This would add an es¬ 
timated additional $32,500 to the 
capital improvements reserve 
fund during the year. Giese noted 
in his written budget message to 
the council that even with this 
increase, “the cost of doing iden¬ 
tified street resurfacing needs is 
more than twice the amount of 
funds provided in the reserve." 

Special objectives outlined in 
the budget message include con¬ 
tinued street resurfacing and 
sealing, as well as some repair of 
roadway bases. Specific projects 
recommended to the council in¬ 
clude the resurfacing of-Crescent 
Road from Northway to Park¬ 
way; resurfacing of Westway 
from Ridge to Crescent, and of 
Lakeside to the first driveway en¬ 
trance: resurfacing of Legion 
Drive; resurfacing of the rear 
half of the parking lot behind the 
Greenbelt Commercial Center; 
and resurfacing of the parking lot 
entrance at the Municipal Build¬ 
ing. 

Smith noted that the streets in 


Boxwood, now 15 years old, have 
never been resurfaced. He 
thought a seal program for those 
streets would be a good invest¬ 
ment, but in choosing priorities 
had not included this in his de¬ 
partment's budget proposals. 

In other paving work, it is pro¬ 
posed to reconstruct sidewalk at 
Centerway where settling has 
caused unsafe conditions; and to 
continue a city-wide program of 
sidewalk rehabilitation and main¬ 
tenance and curb repair. A special 
project will be installation of a 
pathway from Gardenway to El¬ 
eanor Roosevelt High School (to¬ 
gether with installation of lights) 
in conjunction with construction 
of the pedestrian overpass across 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way, 

A further continuing public 
works program will be the con¬ 
version of .city parking lot lights 
from mercury vapor to high pres¬ 
sure sodium vapor. Another such 
continuing program will be the in¬ 
stallation of new drain pipe, and 
the repair and cleaning of storm 
drains, to reduce the number of 
spring water flows onto streets 
and sidewalks. 

Refuse Collection 

Giese and Smith told the coun¬ 
cil that the cost to the city of 
refuse collection has risen. For 
example, fees for use of the 
county landfill have gone up 30 
percent over the past year; motor 
equipment costs are up 25 per¬ 
cent; insurance costs have In¬ 
creased 84 percent; and labor 
costs have risen 13 percent. 

In the budget message, the 
council was reminded that refuse 
collection fees are intended to 
See PUBLIC WORKS p. 8, cot.

A busy day for the city clerk 
includes a wide variety of corre¬ 
spondence, keeping the city re¬ 
cords, organization of government 
material, and the ability to deal 
with people. 

“She always maintains her cool 
no matter how difficult the person 
is with whom she is dealing,” says 
city manager James K. Giese. 

Gudrun Mills feels that in re¬ 
ceiving the award, “it will recog¬ 
nize all the municipal clerks and 
the work they are doing.” 

Mills will receive the award on 
June 22, in Ocean City at the 
Maryland Municipal League Con¬ 
vention.

from swallowing fleas. Hydatid 
disease: from swallowing parasite 
eggs from dog feces (sand, dirt, 
ant and fly carriers, etc. and 
placing Angers in mouth). Lepto¬ 
spirosis: from brine (fly and ant 
carriers). Salmonella: from in¬ 
fected feces. 

For a safer community for ad¬ 
ults and children, dog and cat 
owners should obey the City Or¬ 
dinance No. 709 and GHI’s rules 
for pets.

A knowledgeable, trained per¬ 
son can give “life support" until 
the rescue squad or advanced life 
support help arrives on the scene. 
The Greenbelt CP.R. Committee, 
in cooperation with the Recrea¬ 
tion Department, holds classes 
regularly during the year to teach 
these basic life support systems. 
Our program is in its fourth year 
and we have trained and quali¬ 
fied approximately 1,000 people. 
For your families’ good health, 
your friends and neighbors—we 
urge you to take this “basic life 
support" course.

One of the staff’s cur¬ 
rent concerns is the calibration 
of thermostats. GHIDC is 
working with the electrical sub¬ 
contractor and thermostat 
manufacturer to assure that 
the thermostats installed under 
rehab operate properly. The 
last shipment of thermostats 
was sent back to the manu¬ 
facturer because some of them 
were not properly calibrated. 
Rehab inspectors are now con¬ 
ducting a sample check of pre¬ 
viously installed thermostats. 
Where needed, thermostats will 
be recalibrated or replaced. 
GHIDC will continue to work 
ivith members, subcontractors 
and manufacturers to make 
certain that rehabilitation work 
is completed properly.

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TIME TO TREAT TREES 
FOR TENT CATERPILLARS 

Tent caterpillars are once again 
making their appearance. The 
best time to treat trees for the 
problem is when leaves are one 
third developed. Older larvae are 
difficult to kill. Sprays are not ef¬ 
fective when larvae begin to mi¬ 
grate from trees. Use a forceful 
spray to penetrate the webbing 
of the tents. Recommended insec¬ 
ticides are: cabaryl (Se\m), dia- 
zinon (Spectracide), malathion 
(Cythion), and acephate (Orth- 
ene).

buildings which now lack the 
amenity of personal services.” 
There will be coffee shops, a 
"first-class" restaurant, banquet 
facilities, indoor pool, health 
club, and outdoor lighted tennis 
courts. 

“Rooms will be larger than the 
average hotel room," explained 
owner-representative Stephen Ze~ 
iba, Jr., adding that there will 
be extensive landscaping on all 
sides of the hotel and in the park¬ 
ing areas. Flagstone walkways 
will run adjacent to the hotel. 

‘The hotel has been designed to 
compete with anything on the 
Capital Beltway and Washington 
area," said George Smith, econo¬ 
mist for the Prince Georges 
County Department of Program 
Planning and Economic ^Develop¬ 
ment. 

The original plans called for a 
ten-story Hilton Inn. According to 
developer Edward Perkins, “eco¬ 
nomics and conformance to Hil¬ 
ton Hotel standards" necessitated 
the change to 17 stories. The Hil¬ 
ton firm will manage the hotel in 
association with Springhill Lake 
Associates (SLA), holders of the 
Hilton franchise. SLA constructed 
the 3,000-unit Springhill Lake 
Apartments and the office build¬ 
ings. Developers include Perkins, 
Albert Small, Ralph Ochsman, 
Morton Funger, Theodore Lerner, 
and Harold Kramer. 

The Office Park Complex 

The Greenbelt Hilton will round 
out development of the office park 
complex which, when fully de¬ 
veloped, will house four eight- 
story office buildings. Two build¬ 
ings, the first of which opened in 
January, 1980, are now fully oc¬ 
cupied. Leasing of the almost- 
completed third structure is un¬ 
derway, with actual occupancy 
scheduled in the near future. 

The three existing buildings 
angle away from the Beltway with 
landscaped patio areas tying them 
together. Designed to accommo¬ 
date to the seasonal moving of 
the sun, the irregularly shaped 
buildings, with their 2 V- -foot 
overhangs, have a strong sculp¬ 
tured look. The aim is for the 
buildings to shade themselves. 

The fourth building will stand 
alone near the State Highway 
Administration building and will 
blend in architecturally, Cohen 
noted. 

Perkins was cautious about 
predicting a construction time¬ 
table for the fourth building. 
“Construction depends on mar¬ 
keting conditions," he said, ex¬ 
plaining that larger corporations 
now appear to be taking more 
time in making leasing commit¬ 
ments. 

Meanwhile, not only are archi¬ 
tects working on plans for the 
building, but SLA has also re¬ 
quested rezoning of an additional 
20 acres adjacent to the office 
park from R-18 garden apart¬ 
ments (21 units an acre) to 0-0 
commercial office park.

PUBLIC WORKS BUDGET MEETING 

(Continued from page one) 


place the city's costs for that 
service only onto users of the 
service. Many residential units 
and commercial establishments 
within the city do not use the 
service. 

The budget proposal to increase 
refuse collection fees by 21 per¬ 
cent would raise the basic home 
service charge from $7.00 a month 
to $8.50, or from $21.00 a quarter 
to $25.50. Rates for commercial 
customers would be increased ac¬ 
cordingly. 

In a related area, the budget 
message proposes a complete re- 
evaluation of the city’s waste re¬ 
cycling program. At present, the 
city separates and sells newspa¬ 
pers, glass, aluminum, and o^ for 
recycling. Giese and Smith re¬ 
ported to the council that quan¬ 
tities have declined and costs of 
recycling have increased. News¬ 
papers arc causing excessive wear 
and tear on the packer mecha¬ 
nisms of the city’s refuse collec¬ 
tion trucks, in some cases jam¬ 
ming the mechanisms. Another 
more suitable way of gathering 
the newspapers has not been 
found. Moreover, the savings in 
landfill fees and the payments re¬ 
ceived from the sale of old news¬ 
papers do not equal the cost of 
their collection. 

Parks and Ballfields 

A part of the city’s public 
works costs goes into work on the 
city’s various parks and ball- 
fields. The budget message gave 
to the council a number of special 
objectives in these areas for the 
coming year. The new pedestrian 
path connecting with the Hillside 
Road underpass built during this 
past year would be completed. 
Landscaping work would be done 
at the Lake Park entrance, and 
further erosion control and lawn 
renovation would be done in the 
Lake Park.

hood playgrounds would continue, 
with improvement of surface 
areas around and under play 
equipment. Access from Breeze- 
wood -Drive to the Greenbelt Mid¬ 
dle School ballfields would be im¬ 
proved, as would the parking area 
and access road to Northway 
Field. As manpower is available, 
work would be resumed to con¬ 
tinue the perimeter trail along 
the city’s north edge,. (Giese and 
Smith reported that work on that 
project had been blocked when 
the crews encountered a swamp. 
The unresolved problem is how to 
move work equipment across the 
swamp without damaging the nat¬ 
uralness of the area.) 

There was some discussion be¬ 
tween the council members, and 
Giese and Smith, about the 
spring preparatory work done by 
city public works crews on ball- 
fields, Smith noted the problems 
caused this year by the unseason¬ 
able weather. He also explained 
that some of the ballfields built 
by the county Board of Education 
on school properties, but main¬ 
tained by the city, were poorly 
constructed. It was Smith’s con¬ 
tention that despite these prob¬ 


lems, the ballfields are in good 
shape. 

The council members agreed 
that they should not accept gen¬ 
eralized complaints from ballfield 
users, but should ask for specifics. 
This would be more fair to the 
public works staff, and would let 
the council members better decide 
whether more city effort — and 
money — needs to be put into 
ballfield improvements. 

Giese mentioned to the council 
that the city’s lake has become 
very shallow between the Lake 
Park peninsula and Lakeside 
Drive, but that he had not pro¬ 
posed in the budget the estimat¬ 
ed $40,000 cost of having that 
part of the lake dredged. 

A $12,000 expense is proposed in 
the public works budget for con¬ 
tract resurfacing of the city's 
swimming pool. Giese told the 
council that small pock marks 
have appeared in the pool walls, 
and the county Health Depart¬ 
ment has told the city that it must 
have the resurfacing done. 

Control of Funds 

The city has underway, and 
proposes to continue, various ef¬ 
forts designed to better predict 
funds needed each year, and to 
better control its use of those 
funds. One such method in the

public works area is the separate 
“Replacement Fund,” established 
to build up reserves for the re¬ 
placement of major equipment as 
it becomes obsolete, or in the 
event of loss or major damage. 
According to the budget message, 
“A problem with the Replacement 
Fund is that the recent rapid ac¬ 
celeration of equipment costs has 
left many reserves inadequate to 
make a replacement.” The budget 
proposes to increase the contribu¬ 
tions to the Reserve Fund. 

Another continuing effort is im¬ 
proved accounting for the time 
spent by public works employees 
in various activities, and for the 
use of public works vehicles for 
various purposes. For example, 
in developing and adopting a 


budget and then in controlling 
how budgeted money is spent, it 
becomes necessary to know how 
much time and vehicle use goes 
into such widely different activi¬ 
ties as snow removal, street re¬ 
pairs, ballfield renovation, parks 
improvements, maintenance of 
police cars, and on and on. 

A third step planned by the city 
is use of a large computer sys¬ 
tem maintained by the Washing- 
ton-area Council of Governments 
(COG). Although many uses 
planned by the city for this com¬ 
puter facility are city-wide, such 
as payrolling and budgeting, the 
Public Works Department plans 
to use the computer for vehicle 
maintenance records and equip¬ 
ment use records.
